For the last two days the First District 
Criminal Court and a jury have been enga- 
ged in the trinl of n ras^e whirh wouM cer- 
tainly have atioided De (^iiincy some in- 
terestinff mat-.-rial for his essay on ".Mur- 
der as one of the Fine Arts." IJeiliu has 
not had to listen to such a sensational and 
painful story of crime for a lonsr time, cer- 
tainly the black calendar of the city of 
intelligence is by no means ple.isant 
reading. The chief actor in the present 
tragedy was a man named Oonrad, aged 
thirty-four who, beiran life as a philosophic 
tailor, somewhat after the style ut Kings- 
ley's Alton Locke, and after roaming 
through the gamut of various occupations, 
including inilitarv services ended by strang- 
ling in one night his witeand four children. 
Tiie trial of the murderer, which excited 
the deepest interest, as it was feared that 
tbe evidence against him might possibly 
break down, has disclof;e<l n terrible degree 
of social deprivity well calulated to make 
the humanitarians of the nineteenth cen- 
tury pause and think. Conrad, the family 
murderer," as the newspapers term him. 
i)s a man, for his station in life, of great 
force of character, intelligent, inquiring, 
well read, inventive, ready and of remark- 
able self-possession. 

He had been a diligent reader of the 
naturalisit Cliailcs Darwin, and his desul- 
tory course of study had ended in making 
him, like many others of his class in Ger- 
many a believer in nothing whatever. Not 
only liad he renouced all his religious faith 
himself, but he had cotnpelled bis wife to 
leave the church, and brought up his chil- 
dren in heathen darkness. Tbe struggle 
for existence grew ever harder with him. 
He transferredhis affections f)om his own 
wife to another, an unmarried woman. He 
denied the paternity of two of his children, 
and his houseliold Wcame a perfect hell, 
lie wanted to be free to marry the object 
of his second love, and with one blow he 
cut the fivefold knot that bound him to his 
vows. 

In the night between the 11th and 12th of 
August last he strangled his wife and four 
children while they slept. In the morn- 
ing the corjises of the mother antl her 
vounjjefet child were found banging at the 
back door, while the bodies of the other 
three were fliscoverod sin"til..rly suspended 
in a wardrobe. On the mother's bed lay 
a volume of Schiller open at the pdem of 
the "Kindermorderiim" (child murderess) 
which the lather placed there so astosug- 
gc>st to the officers of justice that his wi^ 
had committed both Infanticide and 
suicide. 

This was the critical point in the whole 
case — whether tbe father or the mother 
committe<l tbe teiri))Ie crime, and but for 
the judicial bal)it here of cross-question- 
ing prisoners there is no saying iiow for 
the diabolical craft and coolness with 
which Conrad planned and executed the 
deed, with his calm and self-collected de- 
meanor in court miijht not have aided 
him. A letter of triumph, however, 
which he wrote to his mistress before the 
breath could have been long out of his 
wife's body formed a strong link in an 
otherwise .somewhat fragile chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, so he was found 
quilty and condemned to death. His own 
theory was that, having had a quarrel 
with bi.s wife on the night in question, he 
rushed out f)f ber insupportable presence 
into another room, where he fell asleep, 
And that then the mother did the 
fearful havnc;. In the morning he sent 
for a locksmith to pick the lock which he 
himself had fastened, and he mgde a most 
dramatic pretense of weening and fainting 
when confronted with the results of bi& 
hbcttiral handiv^orc. Fiptionj boweve 
yielded to reahty wlieh ii^otance of de^t 
WAS pronounced u|ion him, apd wUe 
altogether collapsing, he had to be brongi 
tonnd and whine.

How to Raise Strawberries. 



One very important principle is often 
overloolcca by the cultivator. It is that 
the production of the e«ecl or frnlt it a 

very exhaust n;; procos-*. When a man 
buys a tree from the nursery and it 
bears a half d)zen samples of fruit 
the tirst year, it stops its ^owth just 
about one year. H<'n 'o, until a tree 
sets a goo.l growth it should not be al- 
lowed t) bear. Trees that are growing 
rapidly do not bf»ar, and if a tree is 
bearino^ at all, it is to the detriment of 
the growth. 

A strawberry plant usually bears a 
crop or fruit an I also protiuces new 
vines. Now, if the blossoms of those 
plants from which we want to raise new 
plants are cut otl' in sea'<i>n. the whdt; 
streoojth goes into the new plant" ynd 
one thousand runners grown from pi<tnts 
that Bvri not alio we 1 to Iruit are worth 
mor^ than five thfuisaiid sjrown from 
plants that bore fruit at the sa.me t-ma. 
Old plants are worth nothing- now 

fdants from au oM bed ;ue worth noth- 
ng. The only plants worth using are 
youn^ plants grown from such as are 
not allowed to fruit. 'J'hc true way to 
■ raise strawlx'rries is fo irct yoiuig ])lants 
of this description and not allow them 
to fruit the first year. They will throw 
• out plenty of strong, vi^^oron-^ nmncrs, 
and the next season before bearing take 
a part of these to malce a new bea. A 
new bfed should be made every year. 
When we ])lant in the sprin^j we should 
get no fruit the same your. The next 
vear we get the largest crop we ever get. 
The vines can staml and bear a jiai-tial 
crop the next season, or be plowed un- 
der as soon asthe erop is gathered. 

I like best to raise one full erop and 
only one. It is less labor to make a new 
"bed than to clean up an old one. it is 
very little labor to plant an acre of 
strawberries if properly done, and no 
other crop pays. so well. The only dilh- 
culty is to get the right kind of plants, 
but every man can raise the jdants him- 
self in this way. Strawberiies will do
